Effect in Texas Today—Statute 
to Be Enforced.

AUSTIN (Tex.) July 11.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The most drastic anti-trust 
act enacted in any States goes into ef- 
fect in Texas tomorrow. It provides 
in substance, that any person who 
represents as agent or sells goods 
made by a trust or combine shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and upon 
trial and conviction shall be punished 
by confinement in the penitentiary from 
two years to ten years. 

Its provisions apply to all merchants 
who sell trust-made goods, and all per- 
sons who may be directly in the em- 
ploy of such concerns in this State. 
It is announced by Atty.-Gen. R. V.

There was a lot 
of confusion, but here was no one to 
direct the. rescue. There we remained 
from noon’ until 12:30 o'clock. Finally, 
the elevator was raised to the second

tion would be applied to any power on 
earth proposing to disrupt the peace 
prevailing in the family of nations. 


ae | It is entirely feasible. It would 
work to marvelous perfection. 

Would such an alliance absolutely 
prevent war? No. Generally it would. 
Nine possible wars out of every ten 
would be thus avoided. There have 
been instances where the only thing a 
nation could honorably do was to fight. 
National honor is a sacred thing, as 
personal honor is. A nation must 
protect its honor. In every war one 
side must be in the wrong. In most 
wars both sides are. The signatory 
powers could make every power, in- 
cluding themselves, show cause for 
going to war, and if no just cause 
were shown, it would be competent 
for, the alliance to forbid hostilities. 
If any power were recalcitrant the al- 
liancé would be in a position to make 
an exception and tell the reasongble 
power to chastise the 
one—the allied nations being 0 
judges. in this application of power 
national honor would be safe in the 
keeping of all the nations. 

Justice Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court is said to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Spanish- 
American war would never have taken 
place had a month longer been de- 
voted to diplomatic efforts to prevent 
it. If that conflict could have been 
avoided, what recent war could not 
have been prevented by a judicious ap- 
plication ef the policy of armed inter- 
vention. 

Think of what could be gained by 
such an international policy! Exclud- 
ing the Napoleonic wars and all pre- 
vious conflicts in the history of the 
world, beginning with the war between 
Russia and Turkey in 1828, there have 
been almost a score of bloody conflicts. 
Only Wars of magnitude are taken in 
this apcount. These wars cost the 
nation§ engaged in them more than 
$11,000,000,000 and more than 3,000,000 
men.

Mrs. Helen Grenfell of the State 
Agricultural College of Denver, Colo., 
spoke on “The Influence of Women’s 
Organizations Upon Public Education.” 
The marvelous work along educational 
lines which has been accomplished by 
women's clubs since their inception 
was touched upon, and some interest- 
ing statistics were given to show what 
had already been done. 

“Women, having the rearing of chil- 
dren in their hands, should have a 
voice in matters pertaining to edu- 
cation,” said Mrs. Grenfell. 

She told of the wonderful advance 
which woman has made in the world 
of science and literature during the 
past century, and contrasted the posi- 
tion of the woman of today with that 
occupied by her great-grandfather. She 
prophesied that as time passed on the 
influence would continue to grow and 
that, in proportion to its increase, the 
curse of illiteracy among children 
would decrease, 

Mrs. Grenfell spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Education is evolution. There are 
fixed laws which must be sought out 
and applied in any rational system of 
education. The philosophy of. efuca- 
tion is faulty, and it is questionable 
whether by pure philosophy it can be 
perfected. Education is first indi- 
vidual, and afterward social. Se- 
clusion of education in early ages un- 
fitted the scholar for life. 

“The early idea of education did not 
include women. Popular education 
dawned with Luther, and the begin- 
ning of female education with the 
reading of the ‘Bible in homes. The 
first girls’ high school was opened in 
Boston in 18 but closed two years 
later because too ‘alarmingly popular.’ 
The reception of the first women's 
clubs—the New England and the Soro- 
sis in 1868—was equally critical. The 
foreboding as to results both of edu- 
cation for girls and of organization 
for women has proved groundless. We 
are outgrowing “ihe primjtive idea of 
woman's place in the universe and in 
education. If she cannot evolve the 
thing, she may environ it; and thus 
save force. Toman approaches the 
school from a different viewpoint from 
the teacher, and brings forces to the 
work not to be elsewhere obtained. 

“Women are organized for the firat 
time in history, and through organiza- 
tions more can be acgomplished than 
through mdividual or sporadic efforts. 
Their primary object is altruistic— 
enlarged means of helping others. 

WOMEN’S IDEALS BROADER. 

Womens educational ideals are not 
so high as those of the great scholars, 
but they are broader. To them it 
seems more important that all chil- 
dren should l¢arn to read and write 
one language than that a few pro- 
fessors should know a dozen lan- 
guages—dead or alive. 
idea of education has been too long 
cherished. Woman learns concretely, 
putting lessons into practice; learns 
to do by doing.’

Each of them now has a ‘depart- 
ment of pedagogy,’ usually conducted 
by fresh Ph.D.'s who care little and 
know less about the ‘common herd 
in the common schools. They dislike | 
the live Normal school. It worries 
them. Too many somnolent Normal 
school presidents seem unconscious of 
these attacks.

Discussion of this and the following 
paper was led by Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, principal of the Chicago Nor- 
mal School. 

The president did not overstate the 
attitude of the university to the Nor- 
mal school,” said she, though she as- 
sumed a non-combative view, and be- 
lieves in making the Normal so at- 
tractive as to appeal to graduates of 
high schools. 

LABORATORY IN PEDAGOGICS. 

“The Pedagogical Laboratory,” was 
presented by W. A. Clark, professor 
of psychology and pedagogy, State 
Normal School, Kearney, Neb. The 
fcllowing is a brief synopsis of his 


paper: | 
“The laboratory is as 
indispensable in the scientific study 


of ogy as the chemical labora- 
tory is in the study of chemistry, Ped- 
agogy is the science of education. Ed- 
ucation is the constructive directing 
of another's life by controling its ex- 
periences. So defined education may 
be made the subject matter of a true 
science; and pedagogy, like any other 
modern science, demands its labora-+ 
tory workshop. The pedagogical lab- 
oratory, like laboratories in general. 
has two distinct functions, discovery 
and exemplification; ‘model schools’ of 
State Normal! schools are laboratories 
of the second type, in which expert 
teachers exemplify, in actual teach- 
ing processes, fundamental educational 
laws. A pedagogical laboratory. 
whether for research or instruction, 
is an experimental school, equipped 
with children and the common mate- 
rial resources and appliances of the 
schoolroom, While the research lab- 
oratory is practically unknown in the 
study of pedagogy, a scientific study 
of educational principles and laws de- 
mands the establishment of such lab- 
oratories in our universities and Nor- 
mal schools. They will do for peda- 
gogy what they have done for every 
ther modern science in which they 
have been employed.” 

AGRICULTURE IN NORMALS. 
The importance of agriculture’ in 
the Normal schools was the subject 
assigned E. . Balcomb, professor of 
agriculture in the State Normal School 
at Weatherford, Okla. He discussed 
the urses of instruction and 
matter of financial support.

Fire Starts, it Is Supposed, from 
Explosion of Gasoline and Building, 
|Whieh ts as Dry as Tinder, Burns 
‘With Great Rapidity—Nearest Fire 
Far Away. 


PARK, July II. — James A. 
Pollock, a Civil War veteran, was 
cremated this afternoon in a con- 
flagration that destroyed his neat lit- 
tle five-room cottage on Indiana ave- 
nue. The origin of the fire is un- 
known, although it is presumed to 
have resulted from an explosion of 
gapoline. 

Pollock, whose wife died some years 
ago, lived alone in his cottage, and 
was seen about the premises an hour 
before a passerby saw flames’ leap- 
ing from the eayes of the house. The 
alarm was promptly given and the 
fre department hurried from Venice 
to the scene, but the house and every- 
thing surrounding it was so dry that it 
burned as so much tinder. The near- 
est fire hydrant was so far removed 
from the scene of the blaze that noth- 
ing ¢ould be done to stay the progress 
of the elements until an automobile 
had been dispatched to Windward 
avenue for a second reel of hose. By 
the eae this arrived and connection 
could be effeeted the house had fallen 
in and had been consumed, together 
with its entire contents.

Mr. McClure be- 
lieves in the extensive use of Indian 
clubs, and declared he has had great 
success with that particular phase of 
physical truining. Indian clubs for 
the young men and women and for 
the little boys and girls is, according 
to Prof. McClure, a certain means of 
securing attendance upon schools. He 
cited the case of a boy who had at- 
tended only five days of the school 
term. This boy began to swing clubs 
and to do athletic “stunts.” The fol- 
lowing term, said Prof. McClure, the 
lad attended every school day.
